Mavence, Germany, February 11.— 
The French have placed an embargo 
on all exports from the Ruhr into 
the unoccupied portion of Germany. 

Premier Poincare ordered General 
Degoutte, the French commander-in- 
chief, not to allow any metal prod- 
ucts or other manufactured goods to 
pass into Germany. Coal exports 
were discontinued a week ago. 

The action of the French was a 
penalty for the continued passive re- 
sistance of the Germans. Further 
punishment was deemed necessary in 
an effort to stop the rail and mine 
strikes that have spread from the 
Ruhr to all portions of the Rhineland. 

The embargo order of Premier Poin- 
care becomes effective at dawn Mon- 
day. The Germans were busy Sunday 
hauling as much manufactured goods 
as possible into the “Fatherland” 
before the embargo became effective. 

Pressure on Cuno. 

The French believe that the em- 
bargo on Ruhr goods, which obvious- 
ly will cause a great enhancement in 
prices in Germany, will cause the 
people of the country to force Chan- 
cellor Cuno to take down from his 
policy of stubborn resistance. 

A further invasion of Germany is 
expected to be the next penalty im- 


posed if the embargo fails to produce |! 


the desired effect.

Washington. February 11.—( By 
The Constitution Leased Wire).—In 
view of the state-wide movement of 
reforestation inaugurated in Atlanta 
this week interest will be manifested 
over the announcement today that 
efforts are being put forward to have 
congress give early consideration to 
a federal forestry bill, the first draft 
of which bas already been approved 
by the president. 

After extensive hearings, the house | 
agricultural committee, in consulta- 
tion with Secretary Wallace and Col- 
onel W. B. Greeley. chief of the for- 
estry service of the department of 
agriculture, has worked out a forest 
policy which will be presented to con- 
gress in the form of a bill at the first 
favorable opportunity. It is the pur- 
pose of the mearure to have the 6ec- 
retary of agriculture, in co-operation 
with state forestry officials and pri- 
vate agencies, lady out a.system of 
protecting forests and cut-over lands 
from fires, in order that timber growth 
may be removed. 

This is in line with the program 
adopted by the Georgia forestry as- 


' sociation and announced in The Con- 


stitution recently. At the same time, 
broad activities are proposed in con- 
nection with the national forest re- 
serves, one of which is located in 
the northern section of the state. 
Harding Approves. 
President Harding, in a letter writ- 
ten to a member of the committee 
recently, put the stamp of approval 
on a forest policy, declaring it to be 
his earnest desire to do everything 
proper to stop the present waste and 
to bring about a more perfect utiliza- 
tion of our timver resources.

The property is own- 
ed by the estate of Thomas Wilson. 
Serves as Flue. 

According to occupants the fire 
originated in a paper and trash re- 
ceptacie placed under the paper 


chute in the basement. The paper | 
chute which ran the entire heighth f 


of the building with openings into 
all rooms, served as a flue and with- 
in a few minutes the upper story was; 
a seething mass of flames.

50 BODIES STILL 
ARE ENTOMBED 
IN DAWSON MINE | 


Dawson, N. M., February 11.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—The shatter- 
ed depths of Dawson mine No. 1 had 
given up 20 dead tonight. Within 
the subterranean tomb 50 miners still 
remain. 

It is more than a reasonable cer- 
tainty that all have perished, accord; 
ing to officials. 

Bathed in the warm rays of a daz- 
zling sun, Dawson set about the task 
of burying her dead today. Through- 
out the morning and afternoon thé 
rough pine boxes, carrying all that was 
mortal of those lives that were snuf- 
fed out in Thursday’s disaster, were 
borne through the main street of the 
town, out along the winding rustic 
trail to the peaceful,’ cross-bedecked 
hillside, their last resting place. 

A small group of men idled about 
the entrance to the mine early this 
morning, waiting for more bodies to 
be brought out. When the sun reach- 


ed its zenith a huge crowd surged|from the Morse Bros. 
against the ropes which barred them! 


from the mouth. In the crowd were 
many women and children. As in the 
other days since the ‘blast, they are 
dry-eyed, unemotional and quiet.

Washington, February 11.—Presi- 
dent Harding's counsel on the colli- 
sion in the senate between the ad- 
ministration’s two major measures, 
the shipping and British debt fund- 
ing bills, was sought today by senate 
leaders and as a result the shipping 
bill will not be laid aside immediately 
to make way for the debt funding 
proposal. The probable outcome of 
the remaining three weeks of con- 
gress, however, still remained uncer- 
tain. 

The white house conference today 
will be followed by another tomorrow 
at which the legislative program for 
the closing days of the present ses- 
sion may develope into more definite 
form. Night sessions of the senate 
are in prospect to press the shipping, 
Rritish debt and other important 
measures caught in the usual pre- 
adjournment jam. The house has 
completed most of its important work 
and wil, as compared with the senate, 
mark time untjl sine die adjournment. 

Leaders Meet Harding. 


and British debt bills was taken up 
with the president today by Senator 
Jones, republican, Washington, com- 
merce committee chairman in charge 
of the shipping measure, and Sena- 
tor Curtis, of Kansas, assistant re- 
publican leader. Tomorrow morning 
Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, the 
republican leared; Chairman Mce- 
Cumber, of the finance committee 
managing the British debt bill; Sen- 
ator Smoot, republican, Utah, a mem- 
ber of the allied debt commission, and 
other party leaders have appoint- 
ments with the president for further 
discussion of the immediate program. 

Although the president was said to 
have delayed a ‘final opinion until 
after further conferences, it was un- 
cerstood that he is disposed to advise 
against immediately displacing the 
shipping bill, now the senate’s unfin- 
ished business.

Constantinopie, February 11.—(By 
The Associated Press.) —While insist- 
ing that the order of the Smyrna 
authorities for the allied warships to 
quit the harbor will not be withdrawn, 
the Turkish newspapers in the same 
breath assert that negotiations be- 
tween the authorities and the repre- 
sentatives of the allies are progress- 
ing and that an amicable settlement 
of the situation is expected. 

An inspired article printed today 
by the Vakt declares that the closing 
of the port was a measure of self- 
defense, due to the sudden increase 
in British naval strength in Near 
Eastern waters coincident with the 
delivery of the treaty to the Turks 
a@ Lausanne, which it terms “an un- 
amiable and threatening act.”

Sandler, Miss Whitehurst’s attor- 
ney, said that he had been retained 
by wealthy southerners who are 
friends of her family. He said Miss 
Whitehurst was introduced to Vidal 
at a dance in the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Francisco Martin, in April, 
1922, and that the Spaniard paid her 
ardent court and induced her to en- 
roll in a Spanish class at Columbia 
university so she could apprecite hia 
Spanish love songs. 

“No foreigner can come over here 
and trifle with the affections of 
American girls under the assured pro- 
tection of diplomatic immunity.” 
Sandler said today. 

“Influential southern people brought 
Miss Whitehurst’s case to my atten-

Left Field Line Shorter. 

In the main dimeusions the new 
Yankees’ park is small in just one 
direction. The left field foul line of 
the old Polo Grounds runs a dis- 
tance of 277 feet from home plate. 
The same foul line in the new Yan- 
kee field is 20 feet shorter. The cen- 
ter field line, from home plate to the 
fence, is 498 feet in the Yankee park 
and only 433 feet in the nresent tield 
used by the two New York clubs. 


But the right field foul line—run- 
ning out inte the region where Babe 
is wont to plant most of his homers, 
is the same distance in both parks, 
277.6 feet. Which means that Babe 
will have to drive the ball just the 
same distance he did last year and 
no farther to turn hits into circuit 
clouts in that direction. The only 
time Ruth will find one of his drives 
falling short of four base lengths, 
unless he tacks on a little extra 
weight behind it, will be when he 
drives to right center. There the field 
lengthens as it approaches the center 
field line. 


Which ought to be some relief to 
the Babe and his admirers, who are 
legion still despite the awful mess 
he made of things the past season. 


Left Field Gets Deeper. 

The home run eclouters of the 
Yanks and other teams who like to 
lay their long drives toward left field 
will find the task of slamming homers 
still difficult, however.

“Before Hoppe reaches the point of 
retirement I feel that he deserves 
the opportunity of establishing him- 
self as the micacle man of the bil- 
liard age. 

“I have known him since he had 
to stand on a soap box to reach the 
ivories with a cue and I have seen 
him grow and develop. I have seen 
the stars of years ago—Jake Schaefer, 
Frank Ives, Vigneaux, George Sutton, 
George Slosson and many others and 
none compare with Hoppe of today. 

“Hoppe apparently only is known 
however thronzh his balk-line tri- 
umphs.

“In such a tournament as I have 
outlined one point could be seored 
for each victory. I doubt whether 
any billiardist in the world is as 
versatile as Hoppe.
